1. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 1, 5, 6, 9-16 and 18-21 are allowed. 

In view of Applicant arguments that Takeuchi's monoclonal antibody can bind to only a single 
isoform of CD45, wherein the other isoforms share the VHCSAGV sequence. Takeuchi fails to 
provide explicit or inherent teaching that the AE-6 antibody can recognize both CD45 and LAR 
based on the presence of a homologous sequence. Therefore, the claims drawn to a monoclonal 
antibody having specificity to both an intracellular domain of LAR and an intracellular domain 
of CD45 as recited in claims 1, 5, 6, 9-16 and 18-21 are deemed allowable.
